■■feta Thromgh the Worklags IVmb an 

Ol't Ploiifleil Mln« and the Mlneri Cat 
Off froaa All Kieape — The Kxaot Kuaa- 
her of Dead Oaa Hot Be AseertalaeA a* 
Presoat. 

M111BB8TI1XE, Pa., April 81.— This 
town, which Is situated about four 
miles from Pottsvllle, is greatly excited 
ever the horrible accident that occurred 
late yesterday afternoon at the LyUe 
colliery, whereby ten or twelve men are 
Hsid to have lost their lives by the flood- 
ing of the mine with an immense body 
of water that bust through the old 
workings. 

It is said that the accident occnrretl 
just about the time the shifts were 
changing. The ezaot number of men 
drownetl and their names can not be 
given. It is authentically announced 
by the colliery officials that eight men 
have met their death by the disastsr. 
Among those given out ars lOners Dol> 
bein. Bell aad Buggy. 

The place where the accident occurred 
is • new coal operation ttiat is Mnf 
opene<l up on an immense st ah' by the 
Lytle Coal company, an iiicorporuted 
company, the principal stockholders of 
which are the Pennsylvania railroad 
officials and Scrauton ciipitalists. The 
wtirks are located on Primrose loonn- 
taio, several miles north of Miuersville, 
and taps the Great Wolf Creek odliery, 
which has lain idle for m.iny yiilii 
owing to an inundation of water. 

About two years ago tiie present oper- 
ators with unlimited means commenced 
the reopening of the tract, and have 
spent many thousand dollars in tiutting 
in and opening op new slopes. Diggings 
are being pushed out tram these dopes 
on all sides for the cow workings. 
The old water lies in it and it is the 
bursting through of one or more of 
these depiisits without warning that 
caught the unfortunate miners while at 
work. 

A United Press reporter telephoned to 
Hooete for pnrticulars. Thereply esm* 

that it could not be told how many men 
were drowned, but besides the Ameri- 
can miners there were liirge numbers of 
Italians and Hungarian laborers at work 
inside, and it is thought now that at 
least six ef them are also drowned. 
They could not say, really, where the 
water came from, but tiiey were so^ 
rounded on all sides by water, and while 
their surveyors and b< isses were ver)' care- 
ful, .soBiebotly evidently has blundered. 
Tliere were several score of men inside 
at the time and some of these swam out, 
whQe others are said to have been heard 
talki^ as if thsy had re^Mhedahigh 
point above the water.

▲ndMor Homui Notiflea Them To 

Fay Back Taxes Nearly 
$160,000 Now Due. 



A. special from 1'iaiiUfurt to the Cour- 
ierJpumal says the effort to coUeet the 
delinquent State taxes due (from rail- 
roads whicli have clainicil cxcniiition 
under the act of 1884 is now fairly put to 
the test. Auditor Nmnan has sent out 
to each delinquent road a circular letter, 
inclosing a copy of Attorney General 
Hendrick's opiidon, and a atatament of 
the amount of taxes due. 

The total amount due the State since 
the Hewitt revenue act of repealed 
the exemption act of 1884 and which in- 
cludes the yeara 1887, 1888, 1889, 1890 and 
1891, is $158,297.78. The road from which 
the greatest sum ia due is the Covington, 
Mayaville and Big Sandy, whieh owes 
$.'^5,090.72. The Ix)uisTiUe, St. Louis and 
Texas in $25,120.22 ia next, and the Louis- 
Tille and Naahyille in 918,677.08, the 
third in amount due. 

If the roads do not pay these taxes by 
May 1, it is the intention of the Attorney 
General to have the fuitia ready for the 
next Fiscal Court in Franklin county, 
which ia in June. Until the question is 
fully decided for the State, the counties, 
cities and towns through which these 
roada run can not expect to enforce their 
claims for local delinquent taxes. 

The amount claimed from the Ooving- 
ton, Mayaville and Big Sandy for the 
various years is as follows : 1888, $0,975 ; 
1880, $18,088.90; 1880, $18,840.88; 1891,
